that they are threatened with going ou t 
of bu siness. 
The Su nu nit Cou nty legislator said 
the legislation therefore becom es 
important to Ohio’s effort to keep and 
attract job-prov id ing ind u stries. 
He d enied charges by some attorney 
grou ps that the bill is “rev olu tionary . 

It only say s that 
consu mers and u sers hav e some 
responsibilities,” he said .

Back Taxes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Spiro T. 
Agnew, who resigned as vice president 
in 1973 because of income tax evasion, 
failed to report almost $27,000 in in­ 
come when he filed his federal tax 
return the next year, the Internal 
Revenue Service says. 
The IRS says Agnew owes $13,966 in 
back taxes and penalties on the 
unreported 1973 income. But Agnew’s 
lawyer says his client 
is being 
“harassed” on at least one of the items 
being questioned. 
Agnew, who resigned as vice 
president of the United States and then 
pleaded no contest to a felony charge 
of tax evasion on Oct. IO, 1973, was 
notified of the new IRS case on April 
15, the day the three-year statute of 
limitations ran out. 
Agnew’s lawyer, Myron J. Mintz, 
filed a petition Thursday in U.S. Tax 
Court disputing the IRS contentions. 
The IRS says Agnew should have 
reported as income $11,370 for home 
improvements by the General Services 
Administration; $4,398 for personal 
use of government aircraft; $5,554 in 
personal and family expenses and $924 
in food delivered by a grocery chain 
executive. 
In addition, the IRS disallowed an 
exemption Agnew claimed for sup­ 
porting an aunt as well as $3,600 in 
home office expenses and business 
entertainment deductions. 
The IRS is seeking a 5 per cent 
“negligence’' penalty plus back taxes 
on the alleged unreported income. The 
case does not involve new criminal 
charges.

2 Budget Bills Slated By Dems 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Faced 
with the possibility of a hamstrung 
state budget on July I, Democratic 
leaders have revised a plan to present 
Gov. James A. Rhodes with two 
separate budget bills. 


Rhodes will almost certainly receive 
a nearly $13 billion money measure for 
1977-79 near the end of next week. But a 
second language bill, saying how those 
dollars should be spent, has been 
temporarily sidetracked, due to the 
lack of Republican support. 


The grand plan had been to present 
Rhodes 
with 
both 
bills 
simultaneously—an appropriation 
measure that automatically takes 
effect, and a language measure of 
legislative intent that he could not line 
item veto. 
But for the language part of the 
spending package to take immediate 
effect, the Democrats need an 
emergency clause, and that would 
require at least four GOP votes in the 
House and one in the Senate. 
With indications Thursday that those 
votes would not be forthcoming, 


Democrats were faced with a situation 
of having a multibillion-dollar budget 
on July I, but no authority to spend it in 
certain key areas for 90 days. 


To assure that state finances are not 
locked up next Friday, the first day of 
the new fiscal year, House Finance 
Chairman Myrl H. Shoemaker, D-88 
Bourne Ville, said enough spending 
authority “to keep government going” 
will be added to the money bill. 


Temporary language is planned so 
money can be released to some per­ 
sonnel accounts for state payrolls, for 
state aid to public schools, and for 
Medicaid payments to nursing homes. 
In the latter two instances at least, 
increases provided in the new budget 
would have to await enactment of the 
language bill.

Cancer Institute To Test Laetrile 


WASHINGTON

The 
National Cancer Institute, bowing to 
public pressure, will test the con­ 
troversial substance Laetrile on 
cancer patients who have exhausted 
all other hope. 
Dr. Guy R. Newell, the acting 
director of the cancer institute, said 
Thursday the fact that the ex­ 
periments will be conducted does not 
“change our opinion that Laetrile is 
not effective” in the treatment of 
cancer. 
Proponents say Laetrile is a cancer 
remedy. Its opponents say it has no 
medicinal value. 


“We have reconsidered our position 
because of a lot of factors, and one of 
them is societal pressures,” Newell 
told a House government operations 
subcommittee conducting hearings 
into the government’s war against 
cancer. 
Newell also said the tests are being 
undertaken because of the number of 
states that have legalized Laetrile or 
are considering it, in spite of the 
federal attitude toward the substance. 
Laetrile, a derivative of apricot pits, 
has been legalized in ll states but the 
Food and Drug Administration bans it 
for interstate sales on the grounds that

WASHINGTON (AP) - What well­ 
known politician claims he took a $600 
income tax exemption for toothpaste? 
None other than President Carter, 
who made his taxes and famous toothy 
grin the butt of his own jokes Thursday 
night at a New York fundraising 
dinner for Democrats. 
The question of taxes takes on a 
more serious tone today, when the 
White House releases the President’s 
twice-delayed 1976 income tax returns. 
Carter received a 60-day extension 
beyond the April 15 income tax filing 
deadline earlier this year. When the 60 
days expired, he received a second 
extension from the Internal Revenue 
Service.

Carters 
paid 
$26,000 
in 
estimated taxes during 1976. One of the 
questions delaying the filing report­ 
edly dealt with whether royalties 
from Carter’s book, “Why Not the 
Best?” should be treated as income in 
1976 or 1977. 
The answer to that question could 
determ ine whether the President 
receives a refund or owes more 
money. 
The black-tie dinner, held at the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in New York 
City, raised approximately $1 million 


in ticket sales for the Democratic 
party. 
Carter, making a rare fundraising 
appearance, poked fun at himself and 
his vice president. But he had kind 
words 
for 
Congress, 
praising 
“government by partnership,” which 
he said has replaced “government by 
partisanship.” 
He joked about the Internal Revenue 
Service audit of his 1975 income tax 
return and about his grin, a campaign 
trademark, joking: “My tax audit is 
coming out O.K. The only thing they’ve 
questioned so far is a $600 bill for tooth­ 
paste. But it paid off. I’m President.” 
He told the Democrats, 1,000 of 
whom paid $1,000 each to take a big 
chunk out of their party’s $2.5 million 
debt, that they should help keep Vice 
President Walter F. Mondale from 
becoming lonesome. 
When the President arrived at the 
hotel, supporters of gay rights and 
opponents of abortions were demon­ 
strating a block apart.

Product Liability Measure Passes House 


COLUMBUS,

- 
Legislation decried by opponents as 
“ anticonsum er,” but which the 
sponsor says is “a measured response 
to an urgent problem” facing Ohioans, 
has won overwhelming approval in the 
House. 
The bill seeks to control increasing 
lawsuits against makers and sellers of 
all types of consumer and industrial 
products. 
An expected big floor battle failed to 
materialize and the measure by Rep. 
Vernon F. Cook, D-39 Cuyahoga Falls, 
went to the Senate on a vote of 85-7 
Thursday. 
Cook noted that huge jury awards 
and spiraling rates for product liability 
insurance have hit many businesses 
across Ohio, forcing them to absorb 
the higher costs or pass them along to 
consumers. 
Some 
industry 
representatives in committee testified 


that they are threatened with going out 
of business. 
The Summit County legislator said 
the legislation therefore becomes 
important to Ohio’s effort to keep and 
attract job-providing industries. 
He denied charges by some attorney 
groups that the bill is “revolutionary. 
It is not revolutionary. It only says that 
consumers and users have some 
responsibilities,” he said. 
The bill has been heavily lobbied 
against 
by 
the 
Ohio 
State 
Bar 
Association and the Ohio Academy of 
Trial lawyers. The bar association 
said earlier this week in an open letter 
to lawmakers that the bill “is of 
doubtful public policy and raises 
constitutional questions.” The trial 
lawyers said it is “anticonsumer” and 
deprives consumers of the right to 
recover damages. 
However, their lobbying apparently 
had little effect, even among the 28 


attorneys in the House, although some 
floor amendments may have taken 
away some marginal opposition. 
One floor change waived a 10-year 
statute of limitations contained in the 
bill for retail sellers to recover from 
manufacturers of defective products. 
The bill states that no lawsuit may 
claim defectiveness of a product led to 
injury or death after IO years have 
lapsed from the time an item was first 
sold or delivered for use or con­ 
sumption. 
Cook’s bill covers every type of 
product, 
ranging 
from 
football 
helmets, washing machines and 
automobile tires to such items as farm 
and industrial machinery and their 
components. 
Veteran Rep. A.G. I .anemone, D-99 
Bellaire, delivered the sharpest attack 
on the bill, saying it “sacrifices the 
rights of consumers” and gives “IOO 
per cent immunity to manufacturers" 


after the 10-year statute of limitations 
has expired.

limitations—under current law there is 
no time limit for bringing suit—Cook’s 
bill establishes statutory defenses for 
m anufacturers, distributors and 
retailers to use when they think suits 
are unjustified or frivolous. 
These include alteration of a product 
by the user, failure of the user to 
maintain a product, misuse of a 
product or negligent use. 
It also allows “ structured set­ 
tlements,” under which the parties in 
an action may agree for the payment 
of court-ordered money awards by 
installment.

Dr. Saul Shepartz, a cancer institute 
scientist, said the tests would be 
conducted on “a couple of hundred” 
terminally ill cancer patients and that 
the program should begin in about 
three months. 


The institute said results of the test 
would be known in about a year. 


Newell said patients involved in the 
test will be given Laetrile in con­ 
junction with other medication and 
that no patients will receive only 
Laetrile. 
Newell said one group will receive 
Laetrile along with the standard 
treatment and the other group of 
patients will be given the standard 
treatment and dummy pills or in­ 
jections that they would think was 
Laetrile. He said patients would not 
know whether they were in the Laetrile 
group or in the group receiving 
dummy medication. 
Newell made it clear to the panel 
that he does not think the experiments 
will end the Laetrile dispute, noting 
that even doctors attached to the 
cancer institute “are not of uniform 
opinion.” 
“I don’t really think in my heart and 
soul that one clinical trial will settle 
the question,” he said. “But there are 
a lot of well-intentioned physicians and 
legislators out there who probably will 
accept the results of a well-conducted 
clinical trial.” 
And he said there is a group of people 
who won’t accept any evidence that 
laetrile doesn’t work as a cancer 
treatment. “Those who don’t want to 
believe it, won’t,” Newell said.

NEW YORK (A P ) - Back in 1953, an 
undergraduate at the University of 
Pittsburgh, Hans Biesdorf, roamed

He 
believes that someone with no ex­ 
traordinary expertise to begin with 
can cut a family food bill by 10 to 15 per 
cent, saving thousands of dollars in a 
lifetime. 
Really? “ Of course, no problem." 
His reply 
was 
peremptory, 
its 
authority founded in the facts. Since 
coming from West Germany in 1950 he 
has recorded, examined and examined 
again the price of all his purchases. 
“ Everything we (he and his wife) 
ever bought, it went into my records," 
he said. “ If you don’t keep records you 
cannot learn.” 
Millions have learned from Biesdorf 


and his associates presently or once at 
Cornell University. He has appeared 
on or written scores of radio and 
television shows. He supplied much 
fodder for the consumer movement.

NEW YORK (AP) - Back in 1953, an 
undergraduate at the University of 
Pittsburgh, Hans Biesdorf, roamed 
local 
supermarkets 
seeking 
to 
determine the savings he might obtain 
by shopping in a businesslike way. 
His aim, as he recalls it, was to apply 
the same caution, the same discern­ 
ment in buying food as a professional 
purchaser for U.S. Steel might use in 
buying products for that concern. 
That was before the consumer 
movement when, more so than today, 
it was a case of the naive, amateur 
buyer against the sophisticated, 
professional seller. But according to 
the term paper he wrote, big savings 
could be obtained. 
Today, Hans Biesdorf, professor and 
economist, still roams the aisles. He 
believes that someone with no ex­ 
traordinary expertise to begin with 
can cut a family food bill by IO to 15 per 
cent, saving thousands of dollars in a 
lifetime. 
Really? “Of course, no problem.” 
His reply was peremptory, its 
authority founded in the facts. Since 
coming from West Germany in 1950 he 
has recorded, examined and examined 
again the price of all his purchases. 
“Everything we (he and his wife) 
ever bought, it went into my records,” 
he said. “If you don’t keep records you 
cannot learn.” 
Millions have learned from Biesdorf 


and his associates presently or once at 
Cornell University. He has appeared 
on or written scores of radio and 
television shows. He supplied much 
fodder for the consumer movement. 
In 1968 he and his associates wrote 
“Be A Better Shopper — Buying in 
Supermarkets,” a home study kit. 
Some 43,000 orders were received, and 
a related slide program has been used 
in 200 high schools here and abroad.

Korean Bribery 
Scandal Widens 
WASHINGTON (AP) - A former 
director of South Korea’s spy agency 
says he was given $3 million by the 
Seoul government to establish a 
Washington social club as part of a 
scheme to buy influence from U.S. 
congressmen. 
Kim Hyung Wook, the former 
director of the Korean Central 
Intelligence Agency, said Wednesday 
that he helped Korean businessman 
Tongsun 
Park 
establish 
the 
fashionable George Town Club, which 
became popular with government 
executives and congressmen. 
Later, Kim said, he was told the 
KCIA bankrolled payoffs to U.S. 
congressmen. He said that at one time 
he was shown a list of 15 to 20 
congressmen targeted for payoffs. 
But he said he could not recall any of 
the names because American names 
all sound the same to him. 
Kim testified under tight security 
before a House international relations 
subcommittee. He said he had the 
KCIA deposit $3 million in a U.S. bank 
at Park’s request in 1967 or 1968 and 
that Park used the money as collateral 
for a loan to establish the club. 
“Tongsun Park told me that once the 
club was in operation he would have 
many guests who were members of 
this Congress and he could exercise 
certain influence,” Kim said. 
He testified that Park told him the

congressmen for payoffs and that 
another source told him the agency 
sent another businessman $600,000 
“for lobbying purposes.” 
Kim testified that the alleged KCIA- 
funded payoffs started after he left the 
agency in 1969 but that as KCIA 
director he personally had helped 
Tongsun Park try to win social in­ 
fluence with congressmen. 
Kim said the KCIA sent the $600,000 
through Korean embassy diplomatic 
pouches to Kim Han Cho, a cosmetics 
executive in Washington. 
There were published reports last 
February that that allegation had been 
made to Justice Department in­ 
vestigators by a KCIA defector, Kim 
Sang 
Keun. 
The 
cosmetics 
manufacturer denied it at the time, 
saying “Wily would the KCIA want to 
give $600,000 to a guy like me?” 
He denied he ever carried out any 
assignment for either the KCIA or 
Korean President Park Chung Hee.

Saccharin 
Delay Still 
In Works 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Despite 
renewed government claims that 
saccharin causes cancer, Congress 
appears intent on a lengthy delay 
before action is taken to ban the ar­ 
tificial sweetener. 


The House of Representatives 
already has voted against spending 
federal funds for the next 15 months for 
a ban on the sweetener, linked in tests 
to cancer in men as well as laboratory 
animals. 


A Senate committee rejected the 
same proposal on Wednesday, but only 
after one senator reported pledges that 
separate legislation to stall a ban for 18 
months is being readied for Senate and 
House votes. 


Meanwhile, Donald Kennedy, FDA 
commissioner, said on Wednesday he 
believes saccharin “ causes cancer in 
people and I think it ought to be out of 
the food supply.” 


In a speech in Portland, Ore., 
Kennedy said a new Canadian test, 
still unpublished, shows a clear link 
between saccharin use and the risk of 
bladder cancer in men. 


He said opposition to a saccharin ban 
will diminish both in Congress and 
among the public once the validity of 
laboratory tests is realized. 
Despite Kennedy’s prediction, the 
American Medical Association voted 
during the day to support continued 
sales of saccharin as long as it carries 
a label warning that it may cause 
cancer.

Saccharin 
Delay Still 
In W orks 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Despite 
renewed government claims that 
saccharin causes cancer, Congress 
appears intent on a lengthy delay 
before action is taken to ban the ar­ 
tificial sweetener. 


The House of Representatives 
already has voted against spending 
federal funds for the next 15 months for 
a ban on the sweetener, linked in tests 
to cancer in men as well as laboratory 
animals. 


A Senate committee rejected the 
same proposal on Wednesday, but only 
after one senator reported pledges that 
separate legislation to stall a ban for 18 
months is being readied for Senate and 
House votes. 


Meanwhile, Donald Kennedy, FDA 
commissioner, said on Wednesday he 
believes saccharin “ causes cancer in 
people and I think it ought to be out of 
the food supply.” 


In a speech in Portland, Ore., 
Kennedy said a new Canadian test, 
still unpublished, shows a clear link 
between saccharin use and the risk of 
bladder cancer in men. 


He said opposition to a saccharin ban 
will diminish both in Congress and 
among the public once the validity of 
laboratory tests is realized. 
Despite Kennedy’s prediction, the 
American Medical Association voted 
during the day to support continued 
sales of saccharin as long as it carries 
a label warning that it may cause 
cancer.

Meat is a mainstay of the American 
Diet, and beef is the meat that 
Americans eat in greatest quantity. 
Beef abounds in flavor and nutritive 
value, as it is high in quality protein, B 
vitamins, and iron. 
l^ean, well-trimmed beef provides 
only a moderate number of calories. 
The average family in this country 
spends about a third of every food 
dollar for meat. 
The Federal inspection mark and 
label on a cut of meat tells consumers 
that the meat came from a healthy 
animal, that it was processed under 
sanitary conditions, and that it is 
honestly labeled. 
The grade stamp is a purple shield, 
enclosing the letters ‘USDA’. Grade 
stamps appear on most retail beef, 
however government grading is op­ 
tional and is paid for by the meat 
packer. 
Not all meat is federally graded. 
Some meat packers use brands instead 
of grades to represent the quality 
levels of their products. 
Beef grades fall into six classes; 
prime, choice, good, standard, com­ 
mercial and utility. 
Prime meat is not commonly 
available in neighborhood markets. 
This is the meat of young fat cattle and 
is usually a bright red, depending on 
the aging process and well marbled 
with fat. 
Choice grade, has less fat than does 
prime in its marbling of the lean 
portions. The coloring is darker in 
tone, but the meat is of tender, juicy 
eating quality. 
The meat stamped “ Good” , is still a 
relatively tender grade, but has a 
higher ratio of lean to fat than either of 
the above grades. The meat is of a 
darker color with little fat marbling, 
and the encasing fat is yellowish and 
thin. 
The commercial and utility grades, 
usually, are very lean and come from 
old animals. While they are better in 
flavor than those in the standard 
grade, the meat is coarse in flesh 
texture and tough. 
Appearance of fresh meat is an 
important guide to quality, especially 
if the grade or packer’s brand does not 
appear on the meat. Good-quality beef 
lean is a uniform, bright, light-to-<ieep 
red; veal is grayish-pink. Fine- 
textured lean is preferable to coarse- 
textured lean, and firm, dry lean is 
better than soft, moist lean. 
Color of fat is not an indication of 
quality because it varies with breed, 
age, and feed. Bones become less red 
and harder as the animal matures. 
Good-quality beef has red, porous 
bones. 
Fresh meats can be stored at 
refrigerator temperatures between 35 
degrees and 40 degrees F. or at lower 
temperatures in the special meat 
compartment of some refrigerators. 
Fresh meat generally keeps best if 
loosely 
wrapped. 
However, the 
transparent wrap on prepackaged 
meat is designed for refrigerator 
storage at home for a day or two.

NEW YORK (A P) - A deep-rooted 
conflict has arisen between the 
Vatican and Eastern rite Catholics in 
this country over the ordination of a 
married man to the priesthood. 
The strains go beyond that specific 
action, however, involving the in- 
sistance of Eastern rite churches on 
their independent jurisdiction over 
worship forms and rules of ministry. 
“ The Western Church has failed so 
far to understand the rights and 
autonomy of Eastern churches." says 
the Rev. Joseph Franca villa of the 
Holy Transfiguration Melkite Church 
in Vienna, Va. 
“ That’s crucial to the whole matter. 
We’ve been looked on as stepchildren 
by Roman bureaucrats. It’s caused a 
very strained relationship." 
There are nearly a million Eastern 
Catholics in this country of various 
rites, mainly the Ukrainian, Ruthenian 
and Melkite-Greek rites. 
Although 
their 
liturgy 
and 
disciplines parallel those of Eastern 
Orthodoxy, numbering six million in 
this country, the Eastern rite Catholics 
differ in that they are in union with the 
I^tin rite Church headed by the 
Roman Pope. 
The particular 
conflict emerged 
after Melkite rite Patriarch Masimos 
V. Hakim of Damascus ordained in 
Montreal, Canada, a Brooklyn, N.Y., 
married man and father of two 
children, the Rev. Romanos Russo, 35, 
to serve in the United States. 
The Vatican Congregation for 
Eastern rite churches denounced the 
ordination as “ illicit." 
But Patriarch Hakim, in a strongly 
worded 
statement, 
spurned 
the 
criticism, calling it at an attempt at 


"jurisdictional Utinization" and “ an 
affront to the integrity of Catholic 
Eastern churches." 
"The repetitious assertion that the 
ministry of Eastern married priests is 
somehow pastorally undesirable in the 
United States is completely un­ 
founded," the patriarch said, adding 
that many of them are serving ef­ 
fectively in this country. 
It is not "illicit in any way,” he said, 
and for the Vatican office to make such 
a claim is "totally false, misleading 
and offensive to church unity." 


In most cases of married Eastern 
rite priests in this country, they were 
ordained in central Europe or the 
Middle East before coming here, but 
Rome is particularly edgy about 
married Americans being ordained to 
serve alongside the predominantly 
Latin rite priests, 
who must 
be 
celibate. 
In the Eastern areas, where there 
are more than 10 million Eastern rite 
believers in union with 
Roman 
Catholicism, married priests are 
common. 
Like Orthodoxy, Eastern Catholics 
broke from Rome in the 10th and 11th 


centuries, but gradually reunited with 
it in the 16th, 17th and 18th centuries, 
while the bulk of Eastern Orthodox 
Christians — which also have married 
priests — remained separate from 
Rome. 
"Rome is paranoid about married 
clergy,” Father Francavilla said in a 
telephone interview, adding that the 
particular incident reflected broader 
issues of rights of Eastern churches to 
set their own operational rules. 
About 50 years ago, in 1929, when 
Rome suppressed married Eastern 
rite clergy 
in this country, 
it 
precipitated the exodus of 500,000 
members into Orthodoxy. The present 
dispute had echoes of that situation. 
Although the 1962-65 Second Vatican 
Council specified the freedom of 
Eastern rite Catholics to preserve 
their own customs, the Vatican two 
years ago suspended three U.S. 
married priests ordained in the 
Ukrainian rite, but the rite reportedly 
ignored the suspensions. 
Only recently was the U.S. diocese of 
the Melkite rite established, headed by 
Archbishop Joseph Tawill of Newton, 
Mass. It is the first such rite organized 
in the United States under direct 


jurisdiction of a patriarch. Patriarchs 
have 
authority 
over 
church 
regulations. 
But Rome claims this was limited to 
their old geographic areas in regard to 
married priests. 
On the other hand, Father Fran­ 
cavilla said : "The United States now is 
in the patriarch’s legitimate territory. 
In the New World, wherever our people 
are, the Church takes care of their 
needs,”

ANAHEIM, Calif. (A P) — It seems 
that time has run out on the Spiro 
Agnew watch. 
A family firm which copyrighted the 
watch stopped making it about four 
years ago. No more will be made. 
In early 1970, Dr. and Mrs. Hale 
Dougherty and their IO children hired 
a graduate art student to draw a 
caricature of the 
former vice 
president. They copyrighted the design 
and were soon boxing and shipping 
Agnew watches. 
The Doughertys have kept sales 
figures secret but a published estimate 
reported sales of 100,000 in the first 
year. Demand spurted again in 1973 
when Agnew resigned. 
“ The people who have been buying 
them for the last two years or so are 
strictly collectors,” said Larry 
Dougherty, 23, general manager of the 
firm. 


NEW YORK (A P) - A deep-rooted 
conflict has arisen between the 
Vatican and Eastern rite Catholics in 
this country over the ordination of -a 
married man to the priesthood. 
The strains go beyond that specific 
action, however, involving the in- 
sistance of Eastern rite churches on 
their independent jurisdiction over 
worship forms and rules of ministry. 
“ The Western Church has failed so 
far to understand the rights and 
autonomy of Eastern churches,” says 
the Rev. Joseph Francavilla of the 
Holy Transfiguration Melkite Church 
in Vienna, Va. 
“ That’s crucial to the whole matter. 
We’ve been looked on as stepchildren 
by Roman bureaucrats. It’s caused a 
very strained relationship.” 
There are nearly a million Eastern 
Catholics in this country of various 
rites, mainly the Ukrainian, Ruthenian 
and Melkite-Greek rites. 
Although 
their 
liturgy 
and 
disciplines parallel those of Eastern 
Orthodoxy, numbering six million in 
this country, the Eastern rite Catholics 
differ in that they are in union with the 
Latin rite Church headed by the 
Roman Pope. 
The particular conflict emerged 
after Melkite rite Patriarch Masimos 
V. Hakim of Damascus ordained in 
Montreal, Canada, a Brooklyn, N.Y., 
married man and father of two 
children, the Rev. Romanos Russo, 35, 
to serve in the United States. 
The Vatican Congregation for 
Eastern rite churches denounced the 
ordination as “ illicit.” 
But Patriarch Hakim, in a strongly 
worded statement, spurned the 
criticism , calling it at an attempt at 


“ jurisdictional Latinization” and “ an 
affront to the integrity of Catholic 
Eastern churches.” 
“ The repetitious assertion that the 
ministry of Eastern married priests is 
somehow pastorale undesirable in the 
United States is com pletely un­ 
founded,” the patriarch said, adding 
that many of them are serving ef­ 
fectively in this country. 
It is not “ illicit in any way,” he said, 
and for the Vatican office to make such 
a claim is “ totally false, misleading 
and offensive to church unity.” 


In most cases of married Eastern 
rite priests' in this country, they were 
ordained in central Europe or the 
Middle East before coming here, but 
Rome is particularly edgy about 
married Americans being ordained to 
serve alongside the predominantly 
Latin rite priests, who must be 
celibate. 
In the Eastern areas, where there 
are more than IO million Eastern rite 
believers in union with Roman 
Catholicism , m arried priests are 
common. 
Like Orthodoxy, Eastern Catholics 
broke from Rome in the 10th and lith 


centuries, but gradually reunited with 
it in the 16th, 17th and 18th centuries, 
while the bulk of Eastern Orthodox 
Christians — which also have married 
priests — remained separate from 
Rome. 
“ Rome is paranoid about married 
clergy,” Father Francavilla said in a 
telephone interview, adding that the 
particular incident reflected broader 
issues of rights of Eastern churches to 
set their own operational rules. 
About 50 years ago, in 1929, when 
Rome suppressed married Eastern 
rite clergy in this country, it 
precipitated the exodus- of 500,000 
members into Orthodoxy. The present 
dispute had echoes of that situation. 
Although the 1962-65 Second Vatican 
Council specified the freedom of 
Eastern rite Catholics to preserve 
their own customs, the Vatican two 
years ago suspended three U .S. 
m arried priests ordained in the 
Ukrainian rite, but the rite reportedly 
ignored the suspensions. 
Only recently was the U.S. diocese of 
the Melkite rite established, headed by 
Archbishop Joseph Tawill of Newton, 
Mass. It is the first such rite organized 
in the United States under direct 


jurisdiction of a patriarch. Patriarchs 
have 
authority 
over 
church 
regulations. 
But Rome claims this was limited to 
their old geographic areas in regard to 
married priests. 
On the other hand, Father Fran­ 
cavilla said: “ The United States now is 
in the patriarch’s legitimate territory. 
In the New World, wherever our people 
are, the Church takes care of their 
needs.”

Storm s,

COLUMBUS, Ohio <AP> - The 
Bureau of Employment Services 
reports 2.5 per cent more people were 
at work in Ohio last month than in May 
1976. 
Added to that good news, were 
figures showing that the May unem- 
ployement picture makes it three 
months in a row that fewer people 
were out of work than the month 
before. 
The bureau said Wednesday that 5.9 
per cent of the state labor force was 
unemployed in May, compared to 6.4 
per cent nationally. The U.S. figure, 
however, is not adjusted for seasonal 
variations. 
The report shows that 284,000 
Ohioans were without jobs, but that 
some 4.5 million people were at work in 
the state, with an record 2.89 million of 
that group drawing pay at non­ 
manufacturing jobs. 
About 1.3 million Ohio residents 
were at work in the industrial sector, 
3.3 per cent more than a year ago but 
one-tenth of a per cent below the 1969 
level.

Nowikas, married and a father of 
three, was president of Donley, Miller 
& Nowikas Inc., engineering con­ 
sultants, who specialize in reducing 
factory noise. 
He had taken off from Youngstown 
Airport and was heading for Burke 
Lakefront Airport in Cleveland when 
he radioed to report, " I’m in trouble." 
A Burke spokesman said Nowikas 
told the control tower he could 
maintain altitude and speed, but a few 
moments later he failed to respond to 
the tower’s call. 
Witnesses said the plane grazed a 
rooftop on East 120th Street near St. 
Clair Avenue before crashing. 
Federal Aviation Administration 
officials were searching for a cause.

According to spokesmen for the 
commercial radio industry, you and 
your buddies haven’t gone 10-7 (turned 
off) on your favorite AM or FM station. 


But representatives of the CB in­ 
dustry say the 23 million CB sets you 
guys are using must have some impact 
on the socalled “drive-time” radio 
audience. 
No one, however, seems to have any 
reliable statistics to show whether you 
are listening more to your CB than 
your favorite disc jockey. 


“The only factual evidence we have 
are the Arbitron surveys which have 
shown no evidence of any decrease in 
the listening audiences,” says Charles 
T. Jones, vice president for radio of the 
National Association of Broadcasters. 
Jim Gabbert, president of the 
National 
Radio 
Broadcasters 
Association, agrees but adds: “Of 
course, you could say it (the audience) 
might have increased faster. Who 
knows?”

estimates one in every IO passenger 
cars is equipped with a CB radio. 
At the same time, the RAB’s David 
says 95 per cent of all cars on the road 
have regular AM or FM radios. 
“Obviously, there’s a lot of CBs,” 
says NAB’s Jones. “But the larger the 
city, the more clutter on CB channels. 
People turn off to that quickly and turn 
back to where the news, music and 
traffic reports are. And that’s regular 
radio.” 
The NRBA’s Gabbert adds: “The CB 
band is so cluttered that people play 
with it for a while, then abandon it.” 
CBs plays a more important role, 
Gabbert says, in crosscountry travel 
as a motorist aid in obtaining traffic 
and Smokey (police) reports and 
assistance in highway emergencies.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
new Republican chairman, Earl 
Barnes of Cincinnati, has been paying 
particular attention to party problems 
in rural areas since taking over the 
post May 15. 
He 
hopes 
to 
reassure 
some 
disgruntled factions in those areas that 
their active participation is wanted 
and needed— despite their feelings 
they have been left out of party 
machinery. 
The new chairman, although long a 
close friend and supporter of Gov. 
James A. Rhodes, has even stressed in 
travels around Ohio that he will 
remain neutral as chairman if Rhodes 
seeks re-nomination in the June 1978 
GOP primary. 
Rhodes and former Chairman Kent 
B. McGough of Lima rankled a lot of 
rural Republicans when they came out 
a year ahead of the 1976 presidential 
primary and endorsed Gerald R. Ford 
for president.

(A P) — Police fired tear gas at stone- 
throwing students outside a Sotfeto 
high school today and scattered other 
groups of youths in the huge black 
township as protests continued against 
the white government’s detention of 
student leaders. 
Schools in the segregated city of a 
million blacks 10 miles southwest of 
Johannesburg were almost empty for 
the second day. Police reinforcements 
were rushed in after a black youth and 
two children were killed Thursday 
during a day of massive student 
protests in which police said 11 persons 
were wounded by gunfire and 176 were 
arrested 
The Rand Daily Mail said it had the 
names of 20 wounded. Apparently all 
the shooting was done by the police.

WASHINGTON (A P) - The House 
Ways and Means Committee, moving 
into the showdown stage of its action 
on President Carter’s energy plans, is 
arguing anew over how soon and how 
much to tax new cars that get poor gas 
mileage. 
The committee was driving today 
toward the end of a third week of 
voting on its version of the tax features 
in Carter’s energy plan. 
Under proposals scheduled for 
debate today and backed by the ad­ 
ministration and by Rep. A1 Ullman, 
D-Ore., chairman of the panel, new 
cars with the poorest gas mileage 
would be penalized $666 in 1980, the 
first year of the program. By 1985, the 
worst of the so-called "gasguzzlers” 
would be taxed $3,856. 
In initial action June 9, the panel 
rejected 
C arter’s 
recommended 
rebates for buyers of fuel-efficient cars 
and approved a diluted version of the 
President's proposed tax, which would 
be paid by persons buying “ gas­ 
guzzlers" that fail to reach govern­ 
ment established efficiency levels. 
Carter called for this tax to start 
with 1978 model cars. It would have 
amounted to as much as $449 for cars 
getting the worst mileage. But the 
committee decided to delay the tax 
until the 1979 models and to change the 
range of the tax schedule for these cars 
and those produced in later years. 
For example, the committee ver­ 
sion’s tax would range up to $553 on the 
1979 cars getting the worst mileage. 
Any big guzzlers produced in 1985 and 
later years would be taxed up to $3,856 
under the committee’s plan.

Neutron 
Shells Set? 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The Pen­ 
tagon is producing neutron shells for 
nuclear artillery forces in Europe, the 
Washington Post reported in its Friday 
editions. 
Quoting unnamed sources, the Post 
said production of neutron artillery 
shells only awaits congressional 
funding and President Carter’s ap­ 
proval. 
Neutron warheads kill people by 
radiation alone, while conventional 
nuclear weapons destroy targets with 
blast, heat and radiation. 
Earlier this month, it was disclosed 
that the Pentagon intended to produce 
a neutron warhead for its land-based 
Ixince missile. 
Money to produce the artillery 
warhead and the l^ince is in the 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration portion of the $10.2 
billion fiscal 1978 public vVorks money 
bill now before the Senate.

Black 
Scattered 
In Soweto 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
(AP) — Police fired tear gas at stone- 
throwing students outside a Soweto 
high school today and scattered other 
groups of youths in the huge black 
township as protests continued against 
the white government’s detention of 
student leaders. 
Schools in the segregated city of a 
million blacks IO miles southwest of 
Johannesburg were almost empty for 
the second day. Police reinforcements 
were rushed in after a black youth and 
two children were killed Thursday 
during a day of massive student 
protests in which police said ll persons 
were wounded by gunfire and 176 were 
arrested. 
The Rand Daily Mail said it had the 
names of 20 wounded. Apparently all 
the shooting was done by the police. 
Groups of students milled about 
outside the schools, but buses and 
trains carrying workers to Johan­ 
nesburg were running normally, police 
said. 
The police manned roadblocks at all 
major exits from Soweto to keep 
demonstrators out of Johannesburg, 
where docile workers are the only 
blacks welcome. 
An estimated 500 students dressed as 
workers made their way into the 
center of the city Thursday morning to 
demonstrate against the detention of 
student leaders. Police with clubs 
broke up the march, which the 
students claimed was peaceful. The 
police said they went into action when 
some of the youths tried to force open 
the

Amin OK, 
Radio Says 


NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — Radio 
Uganda says reports of President Idi 
Amin’s death or disappearance “have 
been proved totally wrong.” 
“We are still certain something 
happened,” said one Western diplomat 
in Nairobi, “but we’re still not quite 
sure what.” 
A broadcast Thursday from Kam­ 
pala, Uganda’s capital, said Amin has 
been resting after a long period of hard 
work and was taking a delayed 
honeymoon with his newest wife 
Sarah, whom he married in 1975. 
"The British and Kenyans should be 
terribly ashamed to realize nothing at 
all has happened to him,” said the 
broadcast, referring to Kenyan press 
reports that Amin had disappeared 
after 
an 
attempt was made 
to 
assassinate him last weekend. 
An American radio reporter visiting 
Kampala reported on Tuesday that she 
had talked by telephone with Amin in 
western Uganda ana he told her he was 
unharmed and honeymooning. 
Unconfirmed reports continued to 
filter out of Uganda of reprisals by 
Amin’s security police for the alleged 
assassination attempt, but the number 
of reported victims was greatly 
reduced. The latest reports said as 
many as 30 persons may have been 
killed instead of the hundreds at first 
reported. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The House 
Ways and Means Committee, moving 
into the showdown stage of its action 
on President Carter’s energy plans, is 
arguing anew over how soon and how 
much to tax new cars that get poor gas 
mileage. 
The committee was driving today 
toward the end of a third week of 
voting on its version of the tax features 
in Carter’s energy plan. 
Under proposals scheduled for 
debate today and backed by the ad­ 
ministration and by Rep. Al Ullman, 
D-Ore., chairman of the panel, new 
cars with the poorest gas mileage 
would be penalized $666 in 1980, the 
first year of the program. By 1985, the 
worst of the so-called “gasguzzlers” 
would be taxed $3,856. 
In initial action June 9, the panel 
rejected 
C arter’s 
recommended 
rebates for buyers of fuel-efficient cars 
and approved a diluted version of the 
President’s proposed tax, which would 
be paid by persons buying “gas­ 
guzzlers” that fail to reach govern­ 
ment established efficiency levels. 
Carter called for this tax to start 
with 1978 model cars. It would have 
amounted to as much as $449 for cars 
getting the worst mileage. But the 
committee decided to delay the tax 
until the 1979 models and to change the 
range of the tax schedule for these cars 
and those produced in later years. 
For example, the committee ver­ 
sion’s tax would range up to $553 on the 
1979 cars getting the worst mileage. 
Any big guzzlers produced in 1985 and 
later years would be taxed up to $3,856 
under the committee’s plan.

Neutron 
Shells Set? 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Pen­ 
tagon is producing neutron shells for 
nuclear artillery forces in Europe, the 
Washington Post reported in its Friday 
editions. 
Quoting unnamed sources, the Post 
said production of neutron artillery 
shells only awaits congressional 
funding and President Carter’s ap­ 
proval. 
Neutron warheads kill people by 
radiation alone, while conventional 
nuclear weapons destroy targets with 
blast, heat and radiation. 
Earlier this month, it was disclosed 
that the Pentagon intended to produce 
a neutron warhead for its land-based 
Lance missile. 
Money to produce the artillery 
warhead and the fiance is in the 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration portion of the $10.2 
billion fiscal 1978 public Works money 
bill now before the Senate.
